I  know  of  several  coal  tokens  in  the  $100.00  class  and  will  be  reporting  in  the  bulletin  on 
"Prices  Realized"  on  some  of  the  better  tokens  now  being  offered  in  the  mail  auction  sales. .

Collection  Of  Cool  Scrip 
Worth  $10,000  Disappears 


A  retired  Charleston  man 
told  city  police  yesterday  that 
three  men  stole  his  West  Vir¬ 
ginia  coal  mine  scrip  collec¬ 
tion  worth  $10,000. 

J.  C.  Beury  of  1560  Kanawha 
Blvd.  E.  said  the  theft  oc¬ 
curred  Saturday  evening  or 
Sunday  morning  between  4 
p.m.  and  6  a.m.,  according  to 
police. 

Beury  told  police  a  neighbor 
he  described  as  an  antique 
dealer  referred  the  three  men 
to  him  when  they  visited  her 
and  inquired  about  scrip. 

He  said  he  and  the  men. 
whom  he  described  as  middle- 
aged  with  southern  accents, 
talked  until  2  a.m.,  according 
to  police.  Beury  told  police 
seven  volumes  of  scrip  were 
missing  when  he  awakened 
Sunday. 

According  to  police,  Beury 
said  he  leaves  the  back  door  of 
his  residence  open.  He  theo¬ 
rized  that  one  of  the  men 
might  have  taken  the  collec¬ 
tion  while  he  was  talking  to 
the  other  two  or  that  someone 
may  have  entered  his  resi¬ 
dence  after  he  went  to  sleep, 
according  to  police. 

Beury  said  neither  he  nor 
the  woman  knew  the  names  of 
the  men.  police  said. 

Beury  said  he  had  been  col¬ 
lecting  scrip  for  15  years  and 


estimated  that  there  were 
several  thousand  pieces  of 
scrip  in  the  collection.
